Prevent Counterfciting the COYN when Mended. 


Gentlemen, 

Humbly conceive that any Propolal for Supplies, that may be both EffeQtual and 

Expeditious, will be very Acceptable ; and if you would not hear of the defi- 
ciency of Taxes, they ſhould be laid where Men are able ro pay them ; and I ſup- 
poſe not only the neceſſity of the Caſe, but the Grandeur of the Nation, will make 
that Tax eaſe, that hath ſuch Properties. And farcher, the Addreſſes to-fome of the 
Worthy Members, by their Repreſentatives, that they would raiſe their Supplies e- 
qually, might embolden me to hint ſomething of this nature ; for I humbly conceive 
there can be no Tax laid, but will be in fome caſes Oppreflive, but what 1 am now 
about to offer, if it be in any caſe hard, ir will moſt certainly fall upon the Rich ; 
and alrhough theſe be the Perſons that muſt make our Laws, and raiſe the Taxes, yet 
fince they would have the word EfeZual put into Their Addreſs, I do not doubr, 
but they will (more than in Words) raiſe EffeQtual Supplies. Which 1 humbly con- 
ceive may in part be done , by laying. a Tax upon all Plate in this Nation, both in 
uſe, and our of uſe ; and not only what is made, but what ſhall be made for Seven 
Years to come ; or ſo long as the War ſhall continue. - 

Now ſuppoſing there be but Eight Millions worth of Plate, this at Six-pence per 
Ounce, will raiſe 800000 /. but if it ſhould raiſe but 600000 /. and bring 2000000 7. 
of Silver to be Coyned, I hope it would: be a very neceſſary Tax at this time, and 
if you think fit to double the Tax upon all Plate uſed in Publick Houſes, and to lay 
an Impoſition upon all Bullion to be Exported out of the Nation, and the Refiners to 
pay for what they uſe, ir might add much tro the Sum thar would be raiſed hereby. 


The Propoſal above having been ofter'd on the 19th of December,to a worthy Mem- 
ber of this Houſe, and ſince hearing of no more effectual means than this, I thoughr 
good to make it more Publick , by Printing of it, with ſome Additions, to prevent 
the Counterfeiting our Coyn when Mended. | 

The Deficiency of our Coyn , was a thing fo noto: .2us, that I cannot bur highly 
approve of your Reſolve, to reſtore it to its former Value. 

The Methods whereby this Evil was brought upon us, need not ſo much as to be 
hinted. Bur if I can ingage the Goldſmiths themſelves, and all the Bankers to watch 
againſt the Counterfeiting of it for the future, I hope this will bea Means (Efedtually) 
to prevent the like miſchief ; which if laying a Penalry of Forfeiture of Eſtate, and 
the Eſtate of the next Heir, upon any Perſon that ſhall be found Guilty, will nor 
do, I doubt not but making of it Penal for every Perſon that ſhall Vent it, will 
make every one Careful of whom they Receive their Monys, and if Bad, they 
mult either Return ir in ſuch a Time, or cle in ſuch a Time Swear, whom they Re- 
ceived it of, and they ſhall be obliged, not only to make it good to the Perſon that 
Received it, (and haye ir defaced before the Juſtice of Peace,) bur ſhall pay--—— to 
the Poor, and the Juſtice to Record it, and every Quarter Seſſions Examine who are 
Common Venters of Bad Mony, and Proceed againſt rhem accordingly ; and if 
any Perſon for the Future ſhall Preſume to Coin any Bad Monys, this will be a 
Means to make it Sink in their hands, or at leaſt they will Run more Risk then 
the Profit will Counteryail, Yea, were it Po{lible,to Corrupt the int ir (elf, this would 
certainly .diſcover them. |
